SO. 1615 .— In pursuance of clause ( 1 ) of article 239 of the Constitution and 
ail other powers enabling him in this behalf and in supersession of all the pre¬ 
vious notifications withdrawing powers and functions under the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1898 (S of 1898), from the Administrators of the Union territories of 
Delhi and Andaman and Nicobar Islands, and the notifications of the Government 

of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs No. S R.O. 446 dated the 15th Februarv 

1950, No. S.O. 3891 dated the 19th December, I960 and No S.O. 3896 dated the 
43rd October, 1967, and in partial modification of-— 

(a) the notification of the Government of India in the late Hume Depart -

(b) the notification of the Government of India in the late Ministrv of 

States No. SRO. 460 dated the 24th August, 1950, and

in so far as they reiate to the exercise of the powers and discharge of functions 
under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (5 of 1898), by the Administrators 
of Union territories, the President hereby directs that the Administrators of 
Union tenitones (whether known as Administrator, Chief Commissioner or 
Lieutenant Governor) shall, subject to the control of the President and until 
further orders, exercise the powers and discharge the functions under th- Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (5 of 1893), within their respective Union territories, 
as mentioned 111 the Schedule he 1 eto annexed, subject to the condition that the 
Central Government may itself exercise all or any of those powers and discharge 
all or any of those functions, should it deem necessary so to do.

(ill) cases where the order referred to in sub¬ 
section (4A) of section 401 is passed under 
any law relating to any of the matters enu¬ 
merated In LiBt I in the Seventh Schedule to 
the Constitution.
